One of the best 
fairs in the State — the German- 
town Fair, serving the Maysville 
district — flourished successfully 
for years, and enjoyed exhibits 
most attractive. Lexington held 
the first fair, that could be called 
a fair, in 1816. Prior to that time 
they were merely cattle shows, 
and usually for one day. Paris, 
with special gift from the Ken- 
tucky Legislature, staged the first 
State Fair, as a kind of experi- 
ment, showing the best of pure- 
bred Bourbon County livestock, 
for which it has always been fam- 
Lexlngton held its annual 
May 1st Horse Show— strictly a 
stallion show — for years, using the 
Lexington Fair Grounds— (the old 
Kentucky Agricultural and Me- 
chanical Association, where the 
annual trotting meeting is now 
" :ld.) 

At this show some of the finest 
of trotting and pacing sires were 
be seen, not to speak of the 
thoroughbred. Len C. Price's Pen- 
moken Stock Farm, near Lexing- 
ton, imported and gave to Ken-j 
tucky and contiglous states the 
fmest In Shetland ponies. From 
imported sires, the Shetland pony 
further developed in heavier 
and larger-size ponies. Children 
love ponies and parents are still 
indulgent. With the larger-size 
hitched to larger pony 
carts, mother or father or hired 
attendants could ride with the 
"kiddies." 

Pony classes have been popu- 
lar at all fairs, and will continue 
to be.

Washington, D. C. — Nobody 
likes High Prices. Your Congress- 
man doesn't want them; neither 
does your Senator. The President 
doesn't like High Prices; neither 
do you. 

What is being done? Let's look 
at the record: 

Congress apparently is making 
a two-way approach to the prob- 

First, there is the direct ap- 
proach. The majority in Congress 
says cut the cost of the Federal 
Government; cut it now and cut

What makes schoolteachers 
teach? 

Two things—love of the work 
and need of money. 
And the schools of Kentucky 
nnot survive without both. 
Pay has been hiked consider- 
ably in the last year but probably 

enough to regain what hi 
been lo6t through low pay in tl 
last eight or ten years. 
What I am driving at is that if 
e are to get the good teachers 
u schools need we must make 
the profession as attractive here 
as in other states. 

The alarming drift away from 
the profession must not only be 
checked. It must be made to do 
Phil Sheridan. A retreat must be 
turned into an offensive — a for- 
ward march. 

You may be interested in para- 
graphs quoted from a recent arti- 
the Courier-Journal by its 
school editor, Lourena Eaton: 

"The normal turnover of teach- 
ers in the state is 1,400, and dur- 
ing the five years before the war 
1,000 beginning teachers were 
hired every year. This normal 
quota has not been filled for the 
last seven years. 

"It doesn't seem likely 
pen; but let's say, for the sake of 
argument, that 500 beginning 
teachers will be certified in Ken- 
tucky this year. That leaves the 
state 500 short of " 
quirements for this year alone. 
And it means that at least 500 wHl 
be added to the shortage of teach- 
ers which has been growing for 
seven years. 

"As a result of this growing de- 
ficiency, Kentucky already has 
5,229 emergency teachers. That 
means that the state has 5,229 
persons teaching school who 
aren't qualified to be regul; 
teachers."

In fact, it is 
almost true that each one of us 
talks his own language; some- 
times that speech resembles what 
others say, sometimes it seems 
like nothing else in the world. 
I would like to test some of the 
wiseacres who think they can 
detect our state speech; I know

Trend in U. S. Agriculture 
, It Toward Bigger Farms 

Economists of the department of 
agriculture say that the family sized 
farm Is larger, more mechanized, 
iiore commercialized than ever 
before. The average farm Is now 
■es larger than It was Ave years 
■go and 50 acres bigger than It was 
25 years ago. The big, spreading 
ranches of the west and the small 
farms of the east are, of course, fig- 
ured into this average. 

The west has shown tr* greatest 
Jump In size of farms, with 
10 per cent of the farms In the 

now more than l.OOf 
These big farms account for four- 
fifths of the farm land of the west. 
Even In the midwest a fifth of the 
farm land is In units of over 1,000 
acres. A strong demand for prac- 
tically all farm products during the 
last half dozen years in combination 
with speedy progress in machine 
farming has caused farmers to 
" their acreage. Very little 
farm land has become available 
In the period, so large farms have 
become larger by taking In other 
farms or parts of other farms. Evei 
with all this expansion in farm acre 
age, the small farm Is not immedi 
ately doomed; at least, not for i 
while. Farms of from 10 to 100 acrei 
11 account for a large proportion 
all farms In all regions. Two- 
thirds of the farms In the south; 
one-half in the east; two-fifths In 
the west; and a third In the midwest 
are still small farms.

Before daylight and after dark 
chores will be safer and more 
pleasant for everyone in the farm 
home if the path between the 
house and barn is well lighted. 

If the barnyeard is small and 
located fairly near the house, the 
area can often be lighted with 
just one lamp high on the outside 
corner of the barn. 

By placing the lamp on an ex- 
treme corner as shown in the 
picture at the top, and at least 
15 feet above ground in order to

one 150 watt bulb will light both 
the end and side area of the barn. 

Lighting specialists recom- 
mended either a projector which 
combines the lamp and reflector 
in one 150 watt unit of weather 
proof "oven glass" or a 150 watt 
inside frosted bulb in a weather 
proof metal reflector. The inside 
frosted bulb, however, will need 
to be protected with a porcelain 
lamp holder to prevent breakage 
from rain or hail.
